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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Claim 12 is objected to because of the following informalities: "the method of 
claim ii" should be changed to "the method of claim 11". Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 4-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being participated by Tezuka 
(U.S Patent No. 6,331,989 B1). 

Regarding claim 4, Tezuka discloses a method for allowing both ATM 
(Asynchronous Transfer Mode) cells and packets to be routed via a multiplex circuit for 
transmission through a fiber (packet switch), comprising: 

receiving IP packets at an input interface D (first circuit), col. 3 lines 15-25; 

receiving the ATM cells at an input interface B (second circuit), col.3 lines 15-25; 

formatting said ATM cells to fit requirements of optical packet switch, thereby 
creating optical packets (ATM cell-containing packets), figure 1; and forwarding optical 
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packets (packets and said ATM cell-containing packets to said packet switch for 
routing), figure 1. 

Regarding claim 5, Tezuka discloses that formatting includes padding said ATM 
cells with sync pattern bits for overhead (additional bits). See col. 3 line 5 

Regarding claims 6, 9, Tezuka discloses that ATM cells are formatted at a first 
input interface (first card) that is implemented separately from a second input interface 
implementing said packet switch. See figure 1 . 

Regarding claim 7, Tezuka discloses that first input interface and said second 
input interface are coupled via an optical fiber. See col.3 lines 55-60. 

Regarding claim 8, Tezuka discloses that optical fiber carries data originally 
contained in both said ATM cells and said packet switch. See col.3 lines 50-60. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-3, 13-21 are allowed 

5. Claims 10-12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
